The Conservatives, campaign 
big on a "time for a change” 
platform, won the most seats in 
the House of Commons elections 
Monday but fell short of a m a­ 
jority. 
Prim e M inister Louis St. L au­ 
rent, the Liberal party Chief, is 
expected to resign this week and 
recom m end that Gov. Gen. Vin­ 
cent Massey ask D iefenbaker to 
form a new cabinet. 
The Tories will have to rule as 
a m inority governm ent, 
as 
the 
Liberals did after the 1945 elec­ 
tion. Leaders of both m inor p a r­ 
ties said they would not join a 
coalition cabinet, 
although 
both 
indicated U\?y would support the 
Conservatives if they put forw ard 
a satisfyctory program .

970.533.000 bushels. 
This estim ate is the first for the 
full crop and is 26,674,000 bushels 
less than the 997,207,000 bushels 
produced last year, It is consider­ 
ably below the 10-year 
(1946-55) 
average 
of 1,131,000,000 bushels 
This y ea r’s wheat crop is being 
grown on one of the sm allest acre­ 
ages in m any years. Governm ent 
crop control m easures

program curtailed 
plantings 
in 
steps to prevent production of ad­ 
ditional surplus supplies. 
The w inter wheat crop was fore­ 
cast at 735.270.000 bushels com par­

The spring wheat crop was esti­ 
m ated at 234.813,000 bushels.

Girard Aides 
Claim Rights 
Being Curbed 


Government Contends 
Federal Court Not 
Eligible To Decide 


WASHINGTON iff) — Attorneys 
for William S. Girard argued to­ 
day the GI is "clearly entitled” 
to a court order to prevent him 
from 
being 
tried 
by 
Japanese 
courts. But the government con­ 
tended the federal courts have no 
authority to intervene. 
E arl J. Carroll, chief defense 
attorney for the Army specialist 
who faces trial in Japan in the 
killing of a Japanese woman, 
said that never before had an 
American soldier 
been 
turned 
over to a 
foreign country 
for 
trial for an act committed 
in 
performance of official duty. 
U. S. Atty. Oliver Gasch argued 
on the other hand that the decision 
to turn G irard over to the Ja p a­ 
nese was a proper one for the ex­ 
ecutive branch of the government, 
and that the courts have no auth­ 
ority to review it. 
These legal angles of the case 
which has stirred an international 
furor were argued in 
a 
packed 
U. S. district courtroom. 
Carroll also contended that he 
was entitled to State and Defense 
D epartm ent documents bearing on 
the ease "w hether classified or 
non-classified” — secret or non- 
secret.

CARROLL ARGUED 
that 
the 
Senate, hi ratifying the U. S.-Jap­ 
anese peace treaty and a compan­ 
ion security treaty, never intended 
that U. S. servicemen be submit­ 
ted to foreign countries for trial 
for any act connected with official 
duty. 
He contended the maneuver area 
on which 
the 
Japanese 
woman 
was fatally injured while scaven­ 
ging for m etal clearly was under 
U. S. control, thereby barring his 
trial by Japan. 
Carrol' said the decision to turn 
G irard over to Japan was made 
"in contravention of his rights un­ 
der the Constitution and interna­ 
tional law .” 
Carroll quoted from a news­ 
paper story quoting Robert De- 
chert, Defense Department gen­ 
eral counsel, as saying that in 
firing the shell ease which killed 
the woman, Girard acted in a 
"complete departure” from du­ 
ty. 
The story also quoted Dechert 
as referring to an apparent entice­ 
ment of women scrap collectors 
into the area. G irard has denied 
any enticem ent, saying the wom­ 
an’s death was accidental. 
Carroll contrasted Dechert’s re­ 
ported com m ents with

affidavit from the Pentagon which 
Gasch said had been put under 
w raps "solely for the protection” 
of Girard. He said the government 
did not wish to risk any "pre­ 
judice” to the soldier’s defense.

It applies to a certain class of stock 
salesmen,

quadruple in value in practically no time. 
These salesmen are expert at clipping 
the gullible and the greedy, an article in 


The Exchange, a publication of the New 
York Stock Exchange, points out. 
That article also proposes a series of 
apt questions you might ask when you 
are approached 
by someone 
eager to 
make you rich in a hurry. 
One good question is, “If this stock is 
going to be worth $2 in 60 days, why are 
you selling it to me for 50 cents?” An­ 
other is, “If this mine is so jam-packed 
with such high grade uranium ore, why 
can’t you make a quick fortune by offer­ 
ing it to a single metal refining corpora­ 
tion, instead of peddling the stock for 
pennies all over the country?” Still an­ 
other is, “When did I get so lucky that I 
should be selected to share in this tre­ 
mendous bonanza?” 
The big point can be put in a phrase: 
Investigate before you invest! The stock 
exchanges, government 
agencies, and 
others are doing their best to protect you, 
but they can’t do it all. Before buying any 
stock, talk to a reputable broker and get 
the fullest possible information. As The 
Exchange says, “Yours must be the final 
word . . . Unless you’re willing to find out 
exactly what you're buying, and from 
whom, that final word had better be NO! “

The Business of Baseball 


Baseball started as a sport and 
most authoritative m form at i o n 
is that it is an Am erican devel­ 
opment of the English gam es of 
Cricket and Rounders. 
Although it is incorrectly claim ­ 
ed that Abner Doubleday created 
the gam e, there is am ple evidence 
that it was played before Double­ 
day was born. 
The diamond, which really es­ 
tablishes the nature of the gam e, 
was first used in Hoboken, N. J., 
or June 19. 1846, and was devised 
by Alexander Cartw right of N. Y. 
So far as can be learned, one 
of the first baseball clubs was 
the K nickerbocker baseball c l u b 
which drafted the first 
set of 
rules between 1845-46; these were 
first used in a gam e between the 
Knickerbockers and the New York 
Nine. Henry Chadwick, who was 
editor of A G. Spaulding’s “ Base­ 
ball G uide,” was really the first 
m an who becam e an authority on 
the gam e and whose judgem ents 
and opinions gave it the form 
which we now have. 
Baseball must have been play­ 
ed in New England during Rev­ 
olutionary days, as Rounders, by 
countless boys, but it wa* n o t 
until the New York form of the 
gam e becam e stabilized that it 
moved away from both Crickey 
and Pounders a n d becam e a 
gam e of its own—for a tim e, the 
national gam e of t h e United 
States, played by every growing 
boy in the country. 
Probably, the greatest innova­ 
tion in the New York gam e ws 
the change from an oblong square 
to a diam ond squart which added 
an elem ent of swiftness to the 
runner and m ade the pitcher the 
most im portant player. 
The first gam e played with an 
entrance fee was on July 20. 1858, 
when New Yorkers played Brook­ 
lynites at the Fashion race track 
on Long Island. The admission 
w as 50 cents per 
person. 
The 
clubs had to pay rent 
for 
the 
grounds. 
The gate was $750 and a profit 
was earned This stim ulated base­ 
ball tours for money and may be 
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regarded as the beginning of pro­ 
fessional baseball, although most 
of the players were still am ateurs, 
earning their livings 
in 
some 
other way. However, it was in 
1869, 
that 
the Cincinnati 
Red 
Stockings, an am ateur ball club, 
decided to go professorial and to 
pay players regular salaries. 
The idea offended the country 
as ruining a sport, but the club 
went ahead and baseball becam e 
a business. 
Professional team s 
appeared in m a n y cities 
and 
traveled the country. 
It was out of these professional 
team s, m em bers of the National 
Association of Baseball Players, 
that the m ajor .mil minor leagues 
cam e to be organized, but there 
had to be en interm ediary step 
which changed the nature of the 
gam e from a sport to a business, 
nam ely t h a t individuals who 
guaranteed 
the costs 
and 
the 
player’s salaries took over the 
clubs as private owners. 
The next association was not of 
players but of clubs. It v'as or­ 
ganized in 1876 and was known 
as the National League of Pro­ 
fessional Baseball Clubs. 
This shift in em phasis m ade the

Baseball, started as a sport, and 
most, authoritative inform.at i o n. 
is that it is an American, devel­ 
opment of the English, games of 
Cricket and Rounders.

Bankers Give Viws;

In Newspaper Survey

NEW YORK Uh — Tho nation’s 
safest investm ent risk—U. S. sav­ 
ings bonds—still have tho blessing 
of nearly two thirds of the coun 
try’s bankers as a good way to 
save. 
Half of them say ttv-y feel a 
patriotic or m oral duty to go on 
pushing their sales for the U. S. 
treasury. A third thins the new

These are the findings in replies 
of 500 
bankers 
queried

Pledge To Help Get 
His Program Rolling

COLUMBUS, Ohio <4**— Persistent 
reports of wholesale resignations 
in Gov. C. William O'Neill’s of 
ficial family appear decidedly pre­ 
m ature. 
Cabinet m em bers have assured 
the governor they will stay on and 
help get the adm inistration pro­ 
gram rolling. 
An exception is Oliver P. Bolton 
of M entor, form er congressm an 
who took the post of com m erce 
director on 
a 
tem porary 
basis. 
Bolton says he is anxious to devote 
full tim e to his new spapers and 
othei personal business. 
Latest to assure O’Neill of con 
tinued service is Mrs. M argaret 
Ireland of Cleveland, state welfare 
director. She is the wife of R. 
Livingston Ireland 
Cleveland in­ 
dustrialist. 
Because of her varied com m un­ 
ity and other interests, Mrs. Ire­ 
land virtually com m utes between 
Cleveland and Columbus to handle 
the difficult welfare job. 
Reports of resignations circu­ 
lated 
after 
the 
Legislature, 
at 
O’Neill's request, wiped out $6,000 
a year increases approved three 
months earlier. The action return­ 
ed salaries of most cabinet m em ­ 
bers to the form er level of $10,000 
and $12,000 annually. 
O’Neill term ed the increases a 
“ m istake” . He requested them be­ 
fore taking office to help draft ex­ 
ecutives for *tate service. In ask­ 
ing the cut back soon after inau­ 
guration, the governor said he had 
determ ined that pay was not the 
prim ary consideration in obtaining 
com petent personnel. 
The $25,000 a year post of m en­ 
tal health director still is unfilled 
and O’Neill says he has no im ­ 
m ediate prospects.
